WHEREAS- The Roxbury Community College women's basketball team has 
excelled in basketball by winning the New England Regional 
Championship of the National Junior College Athletic 
Association; and 

WHEREAS: Winning the Regional Championship gave this team the 
right to represent Region XXI of the two-year college 
women's basketball teams in the National Junior College 
Athletic Association national competition at Johnson 
Community College, Overland, Kansas, March eighth to 
twelfth, nineteen hundred and seventy six; 

NOW THEREFORE, 1, MICHAEL S. DUKAKIS, Governor of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, do hereby proclaim March 24. 1976 as 

ROXBURY COMMUNITY COLLEGE DAY 

and urge the citizens of the Commonwealth to take cognizance 
of this event and to participate fittingly in its observance.

PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE When the Roxbury Expressettes and 
Express were launched upon rails during the 1976 basketball season, the 
two locomotives rode non-stop to championship stations. 

The Express 1 first stop was for the Massachusetts Eastern Division 
championship which was won when the team finished the season with a 
22-4 win-loss record. The only regular season conference defeat was by 
1 point to the 1975 state champions, Mass. Bay Community College. Dur- 
ing regular season competition, the Express averaged 82 points per game 
while holding its opponents to an average of 63 points per game. 

The Expressettes shot steam to their engine as it headed for Water- 
bury, Connecticut, as a "Wild-card" team in the National Junior College 
Athletic Association tournament. Seeded sixth among the eight partici- 
pating teams, the Expressettes built momentum by defeating the team 
that had dealt Roxbury Community College the fatal blow for state cham- 







pionship competition, Massasoit Community College. Mitchell Community 
of New London, Conn, and defending regional champions, Berkshire 
Community College, were subsequently derailed as the Expressettes 
"smoked" toward national competition in Kansas City, Kansas. 

Before retiring for the season, the Express revved its engine, switched 
rails and headed south for Cape Cod and the state tournament where 
they methodicly bumped Berkshire by 35 points, and Mass Bay by 16 
points to become the 1975-76 Massachusetts Community College basket- 
ball champions. 

This, then reflects the athletic success of the first-year teams of 
Roxbury Community College.
